PREFATORY 



In 1900 this library published a catalogue of books in the 
department of Local History and genealogy, and in 1903 a sup- 
plement to that catalogue. Since that time this department of the 
library has grown rapidly and these lists are now very much out 
of date. It has, therefore, seemed advisable in place of issuing a 
second supplement, to re-publish the whole catalogue, including 
the supplement of 1 903 and all books added up to the present date. 
In the body of this catalogue, comprising the histories of towns, 
counties, and other restricted localities, and the family geneal- 
ogies, an abridged or index form has been adopted. 

The several divisions of this catalogue are as follows : — 

I. State, County, and Town histories, records, etc., 
arranged alphabetically under name of the place, giving abridged 
title, author, date of publication and call-number. 

II. Genealogies arranged alphabetically under the name 
of the family, giving author, date, and call-number. 

III. English works: Publications devoted to genealogical 
research in Great Britain. 

IV. Heraldry, including certain works on related subjects. 

V. Names and their derivations. 

VI. Genealogical guides, indexes, and useful bibliog- 
raphies. 

VII. Publications of Historical Societies 

VIII. Periodicals of interest to genealogical workers. 



The officers of the Grosvenor library are endeavoring to 
build up as complete and useful a collection as possible of the 
town and other local histories, especially of the thirteen original 
states, and to make the genealogical department as accessible 
and helpful as possible to those using it. Suggestions for its 
improvement and increase will be appreciated by the librarian. 

This department of the library is now , located in the room 
at the eastern end of the balcony. The books are on open 
shelves and are arranged by states; the counties and towns being 
placed in separate series alphabetically under each state. This 
enables the student by a little practice to work directly from 
the* shelves.
